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A.  FEE  referendum 


Results  of  ihe  recently  pro- 
posed activities  fee  referendum 
have  been  noted,  A  majority  of 
Ihe  voters  favored  a  uniform  six 
dollar  fee  for  all  students. 

Only  459  ballots  were  re- 
'urned,  (All  sludenls  received 
ballots.)  62  of  Ihe  voters  are 
enrolled  in  1  to  4  credit  hours, 
83  voters  are  enrolled  in  5  to  8 
hours,  and  314  are  full,  time  stu- 
dents. 313  students  favored  the 
six  dollar  fee  and  143  favored 
using    ihe  presenlsystem. 

The  poor  voting  response 
could  be  explained  by  two  foc- 
rorir,  Full-time  students  didn't 
vole  because  they  couldn't  be 
hurt  by  the  proposal.  Part-time 
sludenls  lack  a  sense  of  com- 
— nity   with   the   campus,    so 


they  didn't  vote. 

The  fallow-up  of  this 
referendum  will  be  the  pre- 
sentation of  proposals  to  the 
student     assembly.  Next, 

open  hearings  will  be  held, 
February  17  at  9:00  P.M.

topic  of  activities  fee  reform.

LOWERS 


Dr.  Dwight  Henderson 
of  ihe  history  department 
has  just  received  news  of 
the  publication  of  his  book, 
Courts  For  The  New  Nation. 
The  history  of  the  lower  fed- 
eral courts  from  1790  to  18" 
Ol  is  explained  and  traced 
in  the  165  page  book. 

The  origin  of  these  low- 
er federal  courts  is  present- 
ed and  discussed.  Where 
this  type  of  a  court  system 
came  from  and  iheir  speci- 
fic origins  and  provision  in 
the  Constitution  is  the  main 
body  of  the  book/Although 
the  period  from  1790  to  180' 
is  relatively  short,  Dr.  Hen- 
derson digs  deeply  into  the 
seemingly  minor  but  defina- 
tely  importnnt  areas  which 
these  courts  cover.

functional,  this  book  does 
not  necessarily  make  speci- 
fic value  judgement  or  such.
